The construction went 
off smoothly and everyone 
is pleased with results. All 
that remains to be done is 


to put the supports in place 
so that each girl will have 
adequate balance and rest 
in her position for the long 
ride in the parade. 

Myrt Waite and Ann 
Forney, chairmen in 
charge of the “Sweetheart”

dazzlers into their proper 
places for last Saturday’s 
ride, so they could also get 
a preview of what’s to

pleted the construction. 

This family project started 
when Dr. and Mrs. Brubaker 
suggested buying an elec¬ 
tronic organ. There was 
much protest from Sandra, 
Loren and Wayne for noth¬ 
ing would do but a real pipe 
organ. 

LOREN AND WAYNE talk¬ 
ed to the American Organ¬ 
ists Guild in Los Angeles 
and then started contacting 
individual dealers. After pa¬ 
tient searching they found a 
three manual console which 
was one of the original pipe 
organs in Barker Bros. Store 
in Los Angeles. The console 
is a duplicate of the pipe or¬ 
gan in Scottys’ Castle at 
Death Valley. 

Loren made 1,000 pneu¬ 
matics of zepyhr weight lea¬ 
ther. In organ nomenclature 
there are two pneumatics for 
every pipe and two pneu¬ 
matics for every stop. Pneu¬ 
matics act in much the same 
way that bellows do on a 
player piano. 

They replaced 500 pipes 
from one inch to 16 feet and 
a full 32-note American Or¬ 
ganists Guild pedal board, 
which is the largest one 
made. 

There are seven ranks of 
pipes, the Tibia, Clarabella, 
Vox Humana, Bourdon, Oboe 
and two ranks of strings. 
Wayne did six miles of elec¬ 
trical wiring. There are six 
cables, each containing 52 
wires. 

THE PERCUSSION in¬ 
cludes chimes, sleigh bells, 
orchestra bells, harp, steam- 


clop clop-clop of a horses 
hoof, tambourine, drums, 
Chinese block and symbals. 
They are installing the xylo¬ 
phone percussion over the 
boat whistle, castanets, the 
Christmas holidays.
